Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . The request for a continued prosecution application (CPA) under 37 CFR 1 .53(d) 
filed on 2/16/06 is acknowledged. 37 CFR 1 .53(d)(1 ) was amended to provide that the 
CPA must be for a design patent and the prior application of the CPA must be a design 
application that is complete as defined by 37 CFR 1 .51 (b). See Elimination of 
Continued Prosecution Application Practice as to Utility and Plant Patent Applications, 
final rule, 68 Fed. Reg. 32376 (May 30, 2003), 1271 Off. Gaz. Pat. Office 143 (June 24, 
2003). Since a CPA of this application is not permitted under 37 CFR 1 .53(d)(1 ), the 
improper request for a CPA is being treated as a request for continued examination of 
this application under 37 CFR 1.114. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 15 and 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Akira (JP 2001024426) [submitted by Applicant, of record] in view of Miki et al (US 

2003/0107440) [newly cited], 

Akira in figures 1 and 3 discloses first 1a and second 1 b antennas of the same 

frequency and comprising a radiation electrode forming a % wavelength internal 
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antenna used for a portable or wireless application (see abstract and solution), the 
antennas being mounted on the substrate 2, each in contact with a respective one of 
the feeding lines (via 1 1 and 12), wherein each of the radiation electrode has a base 
end (end portion of the patch) connected to a feeding electrode 5,9 and a floating end 
forming an open end of the antenna (the top right side edge portion of patch 3 and the 
top edge portion of patch 7), and wherein the distance between the open ends (the 
arrow between A and D or the gap between patch 3/7, 23/27) of the two antennas is 
shorter (figures 1 and 3) than the distance between the base ends. 

Akira has been discussed and also teach a circuit module 10 comprising an 
amplifier 15/17 but fails to teach the circuit module mounted on the substrate, and the 
module comprising a duplexer, switching element, amplifier and low/band pass filter. 
However, Miki et al teach the circuit module mounted on the substrate, and the module 
comprising a duplexer 130, switching element 120, amplifier 200 and low pass filter 110 
(see paragraph 31). It would have been obvious to provide the circuit module mounted 
on the substrate, and the module comprising a duplexer, switching element, amplifier 
and low pass filter as taught by Miki et al for the purpose of performing demultiplexing 
and amplifying of the signals. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 17 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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4. Claims 1 1-14, 16 and 18-21 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 1 7 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not 
teach a combination of the circuit module and wherein the radiation electrodes having a 
meandering shape as claimed.
